C February, 1928, bear out the predictions of automotive 
prosperity that have been made so freely since the begin- 
ning of the year. The total output of the companies which 
are members of the National Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce, which includes practically all makers except Ford, | 
was 325,778 for the twenty-nine days. 
Last February the grand total was 323,413, but this 
included the Ford production, which was still running 
high on model T’s. Thus we see that February this year 
beat February, 1927, even without the help of Ford 
production, which has not yet been announced. If we 
credited Ford with only 10,000 production for the month, 
the total would be an impressive advance over last year’s 
figures. - ' 
According to the latest reports emanating from the 
Ford Motor Company, production has reached 1,000 a day, | 
and, with fifteen assembly plants in operation, the organiza- | 
tion hopes to make rapid strides during March. This makes| 
it almost certain that March production totals will far

When the purchaser of shop equipment, for ex- 
ample, obtains concessions, and which do not appear 
in the transaction, the seller has established a stan- 
dard by which he is JUDGED by the BUYER in 
future transactions.
